Washington and Canada. 

The truth is that Britain is 
on the verge of bankruptcy and 
can be saved only by strong 
measures. 

Since the Suez crisis a year 
ago, Britain has used up almost 
one half of its gold and dollar 


es. 
Were it not for loans from 
the International Monetary 
Fund, from transactions with 
the European Payments. Union 
and arrangements with the 
German government—Britain’s 


reserves would be down, to| 


$800,000,000. That is danger- 
ously low. 

Reserves Lower Than 1949. 

Reserves were almost twice 
that amount in 1949 when the 
late Sir Stafford Cripps deval- 
ued the pound from $4 down to 
$2.80. 


The recent drain results from 
European speculators getting 
rid of their sterling in favor of 
dollars, German marks and 
Swiss francs under the belief 
that sterling must be devalued. 
Britain buys up sterling which 
is for sale to keep it more or 
less stable. 

But Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan and Chancellor of ‘the Ex- 
chequer Peter Thornycroft ‘say 
that devaluation would only 
make matters worse. 

As it now stands, Britain has 
just about enough reserves left 
to pay off foreign depositors 
in dollars in case they should 
make such demand. 

Owes Four Times Amount. 

Britain, at the same time, 
owes about four times as much 
as it holds to sterling area 
countries who also could start 
a run on the treasury. 

Thornycroft and his aids are 
attending the meetings of the 
World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund from 
through Thursday in Wash- 
ington. 

Then they go on to Mont 
Tremblant, north of Montreal, 
for four-day meetings of Brit- 
ish commonwealth finance 
ministers. 

The basis of Britain's trou- 
bles is spiraling inflation at 
home without any increase in 
production for export. 

That makes it increasingly 
difficult for Britain to compete 
on the world market with Ger- 
many, Japan and the United 
States. Britain's goods are being 
priced out of the world market. 

Efforts to hold wage increases 
in line with increased produc- 
tivity in factories have failed. 

Prices Rise Again. 

Just last week the prices on 
cigarettes, rail travel and bus 
travel went up again. 

Macmillan’s efforts to get 
labor unions to delay wage 
claims until production has in- 
creased have failed. The un- 
ions declined two weeks ago to 
agree to a temporary wage 
freeze until the country is on 
firmer ground. 

Theaters have started showing 
newsreels depicting the disas- 
trous effects of inflation and 
calling the situation “the worst 
crisis since the battle of Brit- 
ain” in the last war. 

The situation is referred to as 
“a national emergency.” 

Some fear that Britain will 
announce some devaluation at 
the Washington meeting, but 
both Tories and Laborites are 
opposed to it at this time. 

There is a general feeling 
that finances must be allowed 
to drift until the high cost of 
manufactured articles makes it 
impossible for Britain to com- 
pete with Gérmany. 

Then there will be unemploy- 


ment and wage restraint that 


will put an end to the infla- 
tionary spiral.
